BY-LAW NO. 2-75 

OF THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 
BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM TO APPOINT TOWNSHIP OFFICERS FOR THE YEAR 1975

WHEREAS it is necessary and expedient to provide by By-Law for 
the appointments and for the payment to the Township Officers for 
their services to this Municipality: 

THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: namely, - 

That each member of the Council shall receive the sum of $50.00 
per day for his attendance at any general meeting, or full day, of 
the Council and at the rate of $30.00 per day for a special or evening 
meeting or time spent in directing and acting in an advisory capacity 
to the Road Superintendent in connection with jobs or contracts or 
other Township work; and at the end of the year the Members are to 
receive honorariums as follows: The Mayor - $600.00, Council lor-at- 
large - $450.00, Councillor - $300.00; also a further sum of .15<t 
per mile for the distance necessarily travelled in the performance of 
such duties apart from his attendance at general or special meetings 
of Council. 

AUDITORS That Millard, Rouse and Rosebrugh are hereby appointed 
Auditors for the ensuing year and shall receive the sum of 
for their services as Auditors of all accounts pertaining to the 
business of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

DOG CONTROL OFFICER That James S. Davison be and is hereby 
appointed to take care of stray dogs for the ensuing year and shall 
receive the sum of for such services for a minimum of 

trips and per call over that number. 

CARETAKER TOWNSHIP OFFICE That Mrs. Beatrice Kennedy be and is 
hereby appointed Caretaker of the Township Office for the ensuing 
year and shall receive the sum of $2.25 per hour for such service. 

That I. J. Haines is hereby appointed CLERK-TREASURER and 
shall receive the sum of $15,000.00 plus an amount equal to Council 
remuneration for any special night meeting, apart from any regular 
meeting. Verona Haines for assistance in typing will receive $3.50 
per hour. Any drainage fees collected in connection with the office 
of Clerk are to be credited to the Township funds. 

That Keith Reibling is hereby appointed DEPUTY CLERK-TREASURER , 
ZONING BY-LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER AND BUILDING INSPECTOR and shall 
receive the sum of $11,200.00 plus $800.00 car allowance. Any fees 
collected in connection with any or all of these offices are to be 
credited to the Township funds. 
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That Robert Hoskin is hereby appointed TAX COLLECTOR and 
DRAINAGE COMMISSIONER and shall receive the sum of $11,200.00 
plus $800.00 car allowance. Any fees collected in connection with 
any or all of these offices are to be credited to the Township 
funds . 

Each Member of Council shall be entitled to receive his pay 
for time spent and mileage (aside from meetings), quarterly and 
for all regular meetings of Council on the day of meeting. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to pay the salaries and 
allowances herein before set forth for services duly performed by 
the several Officers herein appointed, out of any monies in his 
hands belonging to the Township in the Bank as current funds not 
otherwise appropriated and this By-Law shall be his sufficient 
warrant for such payment. 

BY-LAW given a FIRST and SECOND READING and provisionally adopted 
this Sixteenth day of December, 1974.

A By-law to levy and collect 
a portion of the realty and 
business taxes for the year 
1975 before the adoption of 
the estimates for the year 1975, 



WHEREAS Section 303(1) of the Municipal Act 1974 
authorizes a Municipality, in any year, before the adoption 
of the estimates for that year and in each succeeding year, 
before the adoption of the estimates for the year, to levy 
on the whole of the assessment for real property according 
to the last revised assessment roll a sum not exceeding 50 per 
cent of that which would be produced by applying to such 
assessment the total rate for all purposes levied in the 
preceding year on residential real property of public 
school supporters; 

AND WHEREAS the said Section 303(1) of the Municipal 
Act 1974 authorizes a Municipality, in any year, before the 
adoption of the estimates for that year and in each succeeding 
year, before the adoption of the estimates for the year, to 
levy on the whole of the business assessment according to 
the last revised assessment roll a sum not exceeding 50 per 
cent of that which would be produced by applying to such 
assessment the total rate for all purposes levied in the 
preceding year on business assessment of public school supporters, 

AND WHEREAS pursuant to the said Section the provisions 
of The Assessment Act with respect to the levy on the yearly 
rates and the collection of taxes, apply matatus mutandis 
to the levy of rates and the collection of taxes thereunder; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim deems it expedient to make the levy authorized by 
the said Section 303CJ.) in the year 1975; 

AND WHEREAS the said rate for all purposes levied in the 
1974 year on residential real property of public school 
supporters in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim was 
76.2 mills on the dollar; 

AND WHEREAS the said rate for all purposes levied in the 
year 1974 on business assessment of public school supporters 
was 85.1 mills on the dollar* 

AND WHEREAS the whold of the assessment for real property 
made under The Assessment Act according to the last revised 
assessment roll is $11,828,205.00. 

AND WHEREAS the whole of the assessment for business made 
under The Assessment Act according to the last revised 
assessment roll is $910,435.00. 

THEREFORE the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. Before the adoption of the estimates for the year 1975 
there shall be levied by taxation in the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim for general purposes, and in the manner hereinafter 
mentioned and directed the sum of $382,159.05. 
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2. A rate or tax of 30 mills on the dollar is hereby rated, 
levied and imposed upon the whole of the assessment for real 
property according to the last revised assessment roll of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

3* A rate or tax of 30 mills on the dollar is hereby rated, 
levied and imposed upon the whole of the assessment for business 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim, 

4. The dates for payment of taxes under this by-law shall be 
as follows: 

Due Date of interim Levy: March 31, 1975, 

Due Date of First Instalment: June 30, 1975, 

Due Date of Second Instalment: November 14, 1975. 

5* In default of payment of the first instalment of taxes or 
any part thereof by the day named therein for payment 
thereof, the remaining instalment or instalments shall forth- 
with become payable* 

6. That a penalty of one (1%) per cent be added to the 
amounts due on March 31st, June 30th and November 14th and 
unpaid after such dates and one (1%) per cent per month on 
the first day of each calendar month thereafter. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector immediately 
after the several dates named in Section 4 to collect at once 
by distress or otherwise under provisions of the statutes in 
that behalf all such tax instalments or parts thereof as 
shall not have been paid on or before the respective dates 
provided aforesaid, together with the said percentage charges 
as they are incurred. 

8. The tax collector not later than 14 days prior to the date 
that the first instalment is due shall mail or cause to be 
mailed to the address of the residence or place of business 

of each person a notice setting out the tax payments required 
to be made pursuant to this by-law, the respective dates by 
which they are to be paid to avoid penalty and the particulars 
of the penalties imposed by this by-law for late payment. 

9. Taxes shall be payable to the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim and shall be paid to the Collector at 
the Township Office, or to any of the following named Banks: 
namely: - The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce at 
Princeton, Plattsville and Ayr; and the Bank of Montreal, 

at Drumbo and Blandford Square Shopping Centre. 

10. The Collector and Treasurer be and are hereby authorized 
to accept part payment from time to time of any taxes due 
and to give a receipt for such part payment, provided that 
acceptance of any such part-payment shall not affect the 
collection of any percentage charge imposed and collectable 
under Section (6) in respect to non-payment of taxes or of 
any instalment thereof. 
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11 • When tenants of land owned by the Crown or in which 
the Crown has an interest are liable for payment of taxes 
and where any such tenant has been employed either within 
or outside the Municipality by the same employer for not 
less than thirty days, such employer shall pay over to the 
Collector or Treasurer on demand out of any wages, salary 
or other remuneration due to such employee the amount then 
payable for taxes under this by-law and such payment shall 
relieve the employer from any liability to the employee 
for the amount so paid. 

12. This by-law shall remain in force from year to year 
until it is repealed and any by-law repealing this by-law 
shall be effective only at the end of any year. 

13. That all by-laws inconsistent with this by-law are 
hereby repealed.

24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35,

Municipal Employees Retirement System. 

WHEREAS pursuant to Section 14 of the Ontario Municipal 
Employees Retirement System Act, R.S.O. 1970, as amended, 
a municipality or local board may by by-law or resolution 
elect to participate in the Ontario Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and pay to the Fund the total of the 
employer and employees contributions, and has all the 
powers necessary and incidental thereto; 

NOW THEREFORE be it enacted as a by-law of the Corporation 
of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim; (HEREIN CALLED 
THE EMPLOYER) as follows: 

1* The Employer hereby elects to participate in the Ontario 
Municipal Employees Retirement System as of the first 
day of February, 1975 and authorizes the Clerk-Treasurer 
to submit this election in writing by provision of 
a certified copy of this by-law, to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement 
Board. 

2. Every employee of the Employer who on January 31, 1975 
was employed by the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim and who was or was entitled to 
become a member of the Ontario Municipal Employees 
Retirement System on January 31, 1975 shall continue 
such membership or membership entitlement from 
February 1, 1975 while employed by the Employer. 

3. Subject to subsections 2 and 3 of section 7 of the 
Regulations issued under the Ontario Municipal Employees 
Retirement System Act, R.S.O. 1970 as amended, an 
employee who is entitled to become a member becomes a 
member on the first day of the month following the month 
in which his application is received by the Executive- 
Director, provided that the Executive-Director may at 
the request of the employer fix an earlier day on which 
the employee becomes a member but not before the day 

on which the employee became entitled to be a member or 
the first day of January in the year in which the 
application is received by the Executive-Director, 
whichever is the later date. 

4. Subject to clause 2, every person who becomes an 
employee of the Employer on or after the effective date 
if he is employed on a continuous full time basis shall, 
as a condition of his employment become a member of the 
System or if he is already a member resume his contribu- 
tions to the System, on a day fixed by the Employer 
that is within twelve months after the day on which he 
became so employed. 
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5# The Clerk-Treasurer of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim is hereby authorized to arrange 
for the deduction from the earnings of each employee 
who is a member of the System, the contributions 
required to be made by the member, and to remit such 
contributions together with the amounts required under 
the Act to be paid by the Employer, to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement 
Board, and to execute all necessary documents and to 
do such things as are necessary to carry out the 
intent of this by-law.

WHEREAS the Corporation has passed By-law Nol6 — 75 for entering into a contract with Ontario Hydro for the lighting of streets in the 
corporation, and Ontario Hydro acting under The Power Corporation Act, R.S.O. 1970, Chapter 354 as amended (hereinafter called "the said Act") is 
willing to enter into a contract with the Corporation for such purposes upon the terms and conditions hereinafter appearing: 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that for the considerations herein contained the parties hereto covenant and agree as 
follows: 

1. For the purposes of this Agreement, the lighting of any street in the Corporation and the number of lights on the street may be mutually agreed 
upon between Ontario Hydro and the Corporation from time to time. 

2. The Corporation shall, at its own expense, provide all works necessaiy for the lighting of any street referred to in clause 1 , which works are 
hereinafter called "street lighting works". 

3. Upon request of the Corporation, Ontario Hydro may, on behalf of the Corporation, acquire and install any street lighting works, and all cost 
incurred by Ontario Hydro under this clause shall be payable by the Corporation to Ontario Hydro as provided in clause 7. 

4 ONTARIO HYDRO AGREES: 

(at To supply all electrical power required for the lighting of streets in the Corporation under this Agreement: 

(b) On behalf of the Corporation, to maintain, operate, repair, replace, renew and administer all street lighting works, which services shall 
include the replacement of lamps, unless otherwise agreed upon between the parties from time to time. 

5 THE CORPORATION AGREES: 

(a) To pay to Ontario Hydro all cost, as determined by Ontario Hydro of supplying electrical power and of the services rendered to the Corporation 
under clauses 4. (a) and 4. (b), respectively, and without limiting the generality of (he foregoing the provisions of Part II of the said Act with respect to the 
annual payments to be made by any municipality that has entered into a contract with Ontario Hydro shall apply to this Agreement, except in respect of the 
capital cost of the street lighting works; 

(b) To permit Ontario Hydro to occupy and use any streets that are within the Corporation under the jurisdiction of the Corporation, to such extent 
as Ontario Hydro deems necessary for the performance of its obligations under this Agreement. 

6. Ontario Hydro shall, at least annually, determine the amounts payable by the Corporation to Ontario Hydro under clause 5. (a). 

7. All amounts payable by the Corporation to Ontario Hydro under this Agreement shall be paid in accordance with bills rendered by 
Ontario Hydro from time to time. Every bill shall be paid within the period of thirty (30) days next -following the date of the bill, and in 
default thereof that payment shall be deemed to be in arrears. All payments in arrears shall bear interest at the rate of 

per annum. If any bill remains unpaid for more than thirty (30) days after the date thereof, or if the Corporation fails to perform any other 
obligation under this Agreement, Ontario Hydro may, without notice and without incurring any liability to the Corporation by so doing, 
discontinue the supply of electrical power under this Agreement, and shall not be bound to resume such supply until the Corporation shall 
have paid the said bill, or performed the said obligation, as the case may be. No such discontinuance by Ontario Hydro shall relieve the 
Corporation from the performance of any obligation under this Agreement. 

8. Where I he Corporation desires street lighting on any street within the Corporation but not under the jurisdiction of the Corporation , and where a 
permit is required by law for the installation, maintenance and operation of street lighting works on that street, the Corporation shall, at its own expense, 
obtain the permit, and this Agreement shall not apply to the street until the permit shall have been issued, 

9. If at any time Ontario Hydro is prevented from performing any obligation under this Agreement by reason of strike, lockout, riot, fire, hurricane, 
flood, invasion, explosion, act of God, the Queen's enemies, legal acts of the public authorities or any other cause beyond Ontario Hydro's control, then 
Ontario Hydro shall not be required to perform such obligation during such time, but the Corporation shall not be relieved from the performance of any 
obligation under this Agreement. Ontario Hydro will exercise its best endeavours to overcome the cause of prevention as expeditiously as possible. 

10. Ontario Hydro shall have the right at any time to discontinue the supply of electrical power hereunder to such extent as Ontario Hydro may deem 
necessary for the purpose of safeguarding life or property, or for the purpose of construction, maintenance, operation, replacement or extension of any 
street lighting works or any works of Ontario Hydro for the supply of such power. Ontario Hydro will endeavour to limit the duration of such interruptions 
of power supply so far as it is feasible to do so, and to give the Corporation reasonable notice in advance thereof, but in no event shall Ontario Hydro incur 
any liability to the Corporation in consequence of the interruptions or failure to give notice thereof.

A certificate from a veterinary surgeon shall be 
produced showing that a female dog shall be taxed 
at the same rate as a male dog. 

If the License fee is NOT paid by April 1st a

by May 1st. 

2. A dog which is found, whether on or off the premises 
upon which it is habitually kept and whether under or 
not under the control of any person, without a tag 
may be impounded by Township Constable, or by a person 
or organization designated by the Council of' the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

A dog so impounded shall be held for a period of not 
less than seventy- two hours and if not claimed and 
released to the owner thereof within such period of 
seventy-two hours may then be killed or sold by the 
pound-keeper as he or it may deem fit, the selling 
price of any dog so sold to belong to the pound- 
keeper. A dog so impounded shall not be released 
until the owner thereof has paid the pound-keeper 
for the keeping of the said dog, nor until the owner 
shall have caused such dog to be licensed by the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim.

3# The running at large of dogs is prohibited within the 
Municipality. A dog shall be deemed to be running at 
large when found on a highway or other public place 
or on the premises other than the premises upon which 
it is habitually kept and not under the control of 
any person unless accompanied by a competent 
attendant who shall exercise control over the dog 
at all times. 

4. A dog which is found running at large contrary to the 
provisions of section three of this by-law may be

7. A penalty not exceeding Fifty Dollars ($50.00) exclusive 
of costs is hereby imposed upon every person who 
contravenes any of the provisions of this by-law, and 
every such penalty shall be recoverable under the 
Summary Convictions Act. 

8. Every person has the right to make voluntary payment of 
penalties out of court in cases where it is alleged that 
any of the provisions of the by-law respecting dogs 
running at large have been contravened and, if payment 

is not made in accordance with the procedure, the fine is 
recoverable under The Summary Convictions Act. 

9. Any dog known to be rabid shall be immediately destroyed. 

10. Where a dog is alleged to have bitten any person, such 
dog may be impounded on the order of the Township 
Constable and held by the Pound-Keeper until the 
proceedings referred to in the Vicious Dogs Act, R.S.O. 
1970, Chapter 482 have been followed, provided that no 
dog shall be so impounded for a period in excess of 
twenty-one days unless otherwise ordered by the 
magistrate.
